Dr.  Bolton  Attends 

Educational  Meet 

Dr.  Euri  Belle  Bolton  attended 
the  1933  meeting  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Psychological  Association  in 
Chicago  this  summer  where  she 
presented  an  experiment  carried 
1  out  at  G.  S.  C.  W.  The  paper  was 
entitled  ”The  Effect  of  Know¬ 
ledge  upon  Attitudes  Towards  the 
Negro,”  and  was  the  result  of  ex¬ 
tensive  experimentation  and  study 
on  the  part  of  Dr.  Bolton. 

Tests  were  given  college  fresh¬ 
men  at  G.  S.  C.  W.  before  they 
studied  the  problem  of  the  neg¬ 
ro  and  after  studying  the  black 
man.  With  increased  knowledge  of 
the  negro,  the  percentage  ol  stu¬ 
dent  prejudice  declined  showing 
that  knowledge  tends  to  lessen 
dislike  of  the  race.  Tests  showed 
there  was  little,  if  any,  more  pre¬ 
judice  in  the  South  than  in  the 
North. 

Dr.  Boiton  has  devised  other 
tests  which  are  used  for  experi¬ 
mentation.  Pier  work  is  a  boon  to 
the  college. 

Dr.  Meadows  Returns 
From  Special  Studies 

Dr.  Thomas  B.  Meadows  has 
returned  to  G,  S.  C.  W.  after  at¬ 
tending  the  summer  session  of 
the  lnidana  University,  Blooming¬ 
ton,  Ind.  where  he  recived  his 
Degree  of  Doctor  of  Education. 
He  majored  under  Dr.  W.  F.  Book, 
professor  of  psychology.  Dr.  Mead¬ 
ows' completed  his  thesis,  “Pre¬ 
dictive  Values  of  a  Teachers  Ra¬ 
ting  Scale  and  Intelligence  Tests.” 
during  his  sojourn  at  the  univer¬ 
sity.  It  was  the  purpose  of  this 
study  to  determine  the  predictive 
value  of  a  teacher's  rating  scale 
on  certain  attitudes,  interests, 
and  personality  traits,  and  to  de¬ 
termine  the  relative  importance 
of  this  scale  and  general  intelli¬ 
gence  tests  in  predicting  a  stu¬ 
dent's  achievement. 

200  college  students  were  rated 
on  such  traits  as  interest  in  school 
work,  attitude  toward  studies, 
ambition,  and  evaluating  work. 
Dr.  Meadows  compared  trait  es¬ 
timates  with  grades  in  education¬ 
al  psychology  and  with  intelligence 
scores  using  simple,  partial  and 
multiple  correlations  and  regres¬ 
sion  equations.  Tests  for  linearity 
and  reliability  were  also  used. 
There  was  a  90  per  cent  correla¬ 
tion  on  the  personality  tests. 

Dr.  Meadows  has  also  compet¬ 
ed  more  than  three  years  gracl- 
1  uate  work  beyond  his  Ph.  D,  de¬ 
gree  which  lie  received  at  Pea¬ 
body  College.
